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Rules  for  Admission  of  In-Patients 


1.  Patients  requiring  admission  shall  attend  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  for  examination  by  a  Member 
of  the  Visiting  Medical  Staff.  It  is  desirable  where 
possible  that  the  patient  should  bring  a  letter  from 
his  or  her  private  doctor. 

2.  Emergencies  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  but  the 
House  Surgeon  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Matron,  should 
be  telephoned  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  a  bed 
is  available. 

3.  No  case  shall  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the 
general  wards  which  is  within  the  following  category: 

(a)  Cases  deemed  incurable  after  due  examination. 

(b)  Cases  so  tedious  of  cure  as  to  preclude  for  a 
considerable  period  the  admission  of  more 
urgent  cases. 

(c)  Cases  which  are  more  properly  objects  for 
parochial  relief. 

(d)  Infectious  and  other  diseases  which  might 
endanger  other  patients. 

(e)  Mental  cases. 

(f)  Cases  likely  to  be  aggravated  rather  than 
cured  by  confinement  to  a  hospital  ward,  but 
such  cases,  if  deemed  proper  objects,  shall 
receive  treatment  as  Out-Patients. 

(g)  Venereal  diseases. 

4.  All  Patients — or  their  relatives  in  cases  of  emer¬ 
gency —  shall  be  interviewed  by  the  Lady  Almoner 
before  admission  to  the  wards. 

5.  Fees  shall  be  charged  towards  the  cost  of  main¬ 
tenance  in  accordance  with  the  patients’  means. 
Patients  are  required  to  bring  face  flannel,  soap, 
towel,  tooth-brush,  brush  and  comb,  change  of 
linen,  dressing  gown  and  slippers.

PRESIDENT. 

The  return  to  Italy  of  the  Hospital’s  President  His 
Excellency  Count  Dino  Grandi  was  deeply  regretted  by 
the  Committee  of  Management  and  the  following  resolu¬

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It  will  be  observed  that  although  the  following  figures 
are  most  satisfactory,  for  the  year  under  review,  the  Board 
cannot  too  strongly  emphasise  the  fact  that  owing  to  ever 
increasing  prices  of  all  commodities,  expenditure  for  1  940, 
will,  undoubtedly,  be  considerably  higher.

IN-PATIENTS. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  first  eight  months 
of  the  year  was  reduced  during  the  extensive  improve¬ 
ments  scheme  carried  out  by  the  Board,  but  it  is  most 
satisfactory  and  encouraging  to  report  that  the  total  num¬ 
ber  of  In-Patients  treated  during  1939,  viz:  794,  show 
a  decrease  in  number  of  only  1  5,  on  the  previous  year’s 
total  of  809. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  was 
1  7.  1  1  days,  compared  with  18.66  days  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  total  number  of  operations  performed  during  the 
year  is  812. 

OUT-PATIENTS.

ANNUAL 

COURT  OF  GOVERNORS 


Held  at  the  Italian  Hospital,  Queen  Sq.,  London,  W.C.  1 ., 
on  Friday,  30th  June,  1 939,  at  3  p.m. 


Comm.  G.  Crolla,  representing  His  Excellency  The 
Royal  Italian  Ambassador,  Count  Dino  Grandi,  who  was 
unable  to  attend,  presided  over  an  Assembly  of  thirty-five 
Governors  and  Subscribers. 

The  Secretary  having  read  the  following  notifications 
of  inability  to  be  present,  (The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  FitzAlan 
of  Derwent,  ICG.,  G.C.V.O.,  D.S.O.,  The  Rt.  Hon,  Sir 
Ronald  Graham,  G.C.B.,  G.C.M.G.,  G.C.V.O.,  Signora 
Allatini,  Signor  Alberto  Marchi,  Sir  St.  Clair  Thomson, 
M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  and  Signor  V.  Sanseverino)  the  Minutes 
of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  confirmed. 

Comm.  Crolla  said: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — It  is  a  pleasure  and  honour 
for  me  to  preside  over  the  55  th  Annual  Meeting  of 
Governors  of  the  Hospital,  and  also  to  record  at  this 
Meeting  the  informal  visit  to  the  Hospital  of  Her  Royal 
Highness  The  Princess  of  Piedmont  on  the  2  7th  October, 
1938.  I  am  pleased  to  express  on  behalf  of  the  Governors 
their  deep  gratitude  for  the  gracious  interest  evinced  by 
her  both  to  the  patients  and  to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital. 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the  Hospital  among 
the  Italians,  British  and  other  nationalities  alike  is  most 
gratifying  to  me.  This  is  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the 
excellent  work  performed  by  the  Hospital’s  highly  efficient 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  and  Nursing  Service.  To-day  the 
Hospital  is  unique  in  its  efficiency,  and  under  the  able 
guidance  of  the  Chairman,  Comm.  G.  Biondelli  and  the 
Committee  of  Management,  I  hope,  will  continue  to  do 
th  is  excellent  service  of  healing  to  mankind. 

During  the  past  year  Comm.  Dott.  Carlo  Camagna 
was  obliged  to  resign  his  seat  on  the  Board,  .owing  to  his 
appointment  in  Rome,  and  I  am  pleased  to  observe  that 
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the  vacancy  thus  created  has  been  filled  by  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Comm.  Prof.  A.  Magnocavallo. 

I  now  propose  that  the  Annual  Report  and  Audited 
Accounts  for  the  year  1938,  which  clearly  shows  the  great 
work  performed  by  the  Hospital,  be  adopted,  and  it  gives 
me  great  pleasure  to  call  upon  the  Chairman^  of  the 
Committee  of  Management,  Comm.  G.  Biondelli,  to 
second  this  proposal. 

Comm.  G.  Biondelli,  Royal  Italian  Consul  General, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  said: 

4  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,- — While  the  Hospital 
Revenue  had  been  well  maintained  during  the  past  year, 
expenditure  had,  undoubtedly,  risen.  In  referring  to  tne 
Revenue  side  of  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account, 
you  will  observe  that  £396.  1  Os.  1  1  d.  was  rece-ved  from 
Legacies,  and  this  amount  enabled  the  Hospital  to  show  a 
small  balance  of  £28.  6s,  Id.  on  the  year’s  working. 
Legacies,  however,  although  ever  most  welcome,  are  an 
unreliable  source  of  income,  and  the  expenditure  would 
not  have  been  met,  but  for  the  substantial  amount  received 
under  this  heading.  In  order  to  meet  the  very  heavy 
demands  made  upon  the  limited  resources  of  the  Hospital, 
every  effort  must  be  made  to  increase  the  revenue,  and 
this  point  I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly. 

The  services  of  the  Hospital  were  again  greatly 
appreciated  as  shown  by  the  fact  tnat  the  number  Oi 
In-patients  at  809,  shows  an  increase  of  no  less  than  67 
on  the  previous  year,  and  the  actual  number  of  Out¬ 
patients  attendances,  although  slightly  lower,  indicates 
clearly  the  increasingly  vast  amount  of  work  being  done 
by  all  departments  of  the  Hospital. 

To  all  who  have  assisted  to  further  the  Hospital  s 
beneficent  work,  to  the  Members  of  the  Board,  Honorary 
Staff  and  Nursing  Staff,  I  pay  tribute. 

I  would  like  now  to  refer  briefly  to  the  exterior  and 
internal  decorations,  repairs  and  improvements,  which  are 
at  present  being  carried  out  at  the  Hospital.  These  vital 
works  were  long  overdue,  and  after  very  careful  consider¬ 
ation  of  the  whole  matter  over  a  long  period,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  at  their  Special  Meeting  on  the 
14th  March,  1939,  finally  approved  that  the  following 
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improvements,  which  will  lead  to  increased  efficiency, 
and  will  also  contribute  largely  to  the  comfort  and  well- 
being  of  both  patients  and  staff,  must  be  carried  out 
without  further  delay:

C.  Lovioz,  retiring  in  accordance 
with  Rule  No.  1  3,  be  re-elected. 

Sen.  Sir  Aldo  Castellani,  Count  of  Kisymaio, 
K.C.M.G.,  D.S.C.,  M.D.,  F.R,C,P,,  proposed  “  that  the 
dutiful  thanks  of  the  Governors  be,  and  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Royal  Italian  Government  for  the  annual 
subsidy  of  £200  to  the  Hopsital  “.  Sir  Aldo  stated  that 
the  actual  amount  received  this  year  (1939)  was  £600, 
which  was  a  great  help  to  the  Hospital,  and  most  gratifying 
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to  all  connected  with  this  great  Institution.  Adrian  Caddy, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  D.O.M.S.,  had  much  pleasure  in 
seconding  the  above  proposal,  and  this  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Comm.  Baron  Albert  Profumo,  K.C.,  proposed 
that  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Governors  be,  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Governors  of  fCing  Edward  s 
Hospital  Fund,  for  London,  the  Metropolitan  Hospital 
Sunday  Fund,  the  Alexandra  Day  ’  Committee,  the 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund  and  the  Hospital  Saving  Associa¬ 
tion,  for  their  much  appreciated  grants  *\ 

The  Baron  interested  the  Governors  by  outlining  in 
detail  the  substantial  amounts  received  annually  from  the 
Central  F unds,  and  also  explained  the  various  reasons  for 
the  slight  decrease  in  the  amounts  received  for  1938. 
Baron  Profumo  added  that  without  the  generous  support 
from  the  Central  Funds,  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  as  a 
whole,  would  be  unable  to  carry  on  their  great  work  of 
healing  to  mankind. 

The  proposal  was  seconded  by  Cav.  R.  Vicchi- 
Borghesi,  M.D.,  D.Ch.,  D.P.H.,  D.O.G.,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

Cav.  R.  Terroni  proposed  “  that  the  best  thanks  of 
the  Governors  be,  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff,  for  their  professional  services 
during  the  year  ”. 

Eav.  Terroni  stated  that  the  numerous  patients  of 
the  Hospital  with  whom  he  has  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting,  have  without  exception,  spoken  with  the  highest 
praise  for  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  and  that  is  was  a 
great  pleasure  for  him  to  mention  these  facts.  Comm.  C. 
Camalich  had  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  proposal, 
which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  G.  F.  Manzocchi,  M.D.,  proposed,  4  that  the  best 
thanks  of  the  Governors  be,  and  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Press  (Italian  and  British)  for  the  courtesy  and  help 
extended  to  the  Hospital  .  Dr.  Manzocchi  added  that 
special  mention  should  be  made  to  the  “L’ Italia  Nostra”. 
This  was  seconded  by  Cav.  E.  A.  Abbiati,  and  carried 
unanimously.  ' 
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Signor  G.  Gianelli  stated  that  in  the  unavoidable 
absence  of  the  President,  His  Excellency  Count  Dino 
Grandi,  he  had  great  pleasure  in  proposing  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Comm.  G.  Crolla  for  the  honour  of  his  presence 
in  the  Chair  on  this  occasione,  and  added  how  most 
efficiently  Comm.  Crolla  had  performed  the  duties  of  the 
Chair  on  behalf  of  the  President,  His  Excellency  Count 
Dino  Grandi,  Pr  of.  M.  Ascoli  had  much  pleasure  in 
seconding  the  above  remarks,  which  were  carried 
unanimously. 

Comm.  Crolla  in  brief  thanked  Signor  Gianelli  for 
the  kind  words  he  had  spoken  in  favour  of  His  Excellency 
Count  Dino  Grandi,  and  to  himself. 

Comm.  Crolla  then  thanked  the  Meeting  for  their 
kind  expression. 

The  proceedings  then  terminated,  and  tea  was 
served  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  in  the  Board 
Room.
